PARIS, Friday, Dec. 24 (m~ 
The French National Assembly 
today rejected German rearma- 
ment and the Western European 
Union by an official vote of 280 
to 259. 


Premier Pierre Mendes-France 
was scheduled to call for a vote 
of confidence in an effort to re- 
verse the decision. 


The assembly’s action in turn- 
ing down the proposed Western 
European Union, already ratified 
by Britain and Italy, came as a 
stunning upset to Mendes-France. 


An earlier vote defeated a 
“murder motion’’ which would 
have blocked ratification without 
a vote, and the assembly had 
been expected to approve the pact 
in a final ballot. 


France thus appeared to have 
dealt a heavy blow to Western 
defense plans just as she did last 
September when the French Na- 
tional Assembly killed the pro 
posed European Defense Com- 
munity with its plan for a Euro- 
peam army. 


Britain’s House of Commons 
approved the WEU and German 
rearmament a few months ago, 
and the agreements were ap- 
proved yesterday in the Italian 
Chamber of, Deputies.

Rockefeller, like Secretary of 
State Dulles, was brought into 
public life by Democratic ad- 
ministrations, and had a very 
considerable experience under 
both Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Harry S. Truman. 

At 46 years of age he is, in all 
Latin-American countries, per- 
haps the most respected man in 
the administration, the President 
excepted. He will be the Presi- 
dent’s assistant on foreign pol- 
icy.

Mrs. I. S. Boyd Dies at 100; 
Cultural Leader Here in ’90’s 


Mrs. Isaac §S. Boyd, prominently identified with Atlanta social 
and cultural life before the turn of the century, died Thursday aft- 
ernoon at her home in Sarasota, Fla., in her 100th year. 


Their home was located on West 
Peachtree Street near where 
Crawford Long Hospital is now. 

She was one of the founders 
of the Atlanta Art Assn. and its 
first president, as well as a mem- 
ber of the Assn. of Arts and 
Sciences. She was one of the 
founders of the Every Saturday 
Club, was its first president and 
for many years its honorary pres- 
ident. She was also for many 
years active in the History Class, 
one of the older cultural groups in 
Georgia. 

Mrs. Boyd served on the jury 
of awards for the decorative arts 
at the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition in St. Louis, and on similar

Her only daughter was the late

Judge E. Barrett Prettyman, 
speaking for himself and Judge 
John A. Danaher of the Court of 
Appeals, said: ‘‘We are of the 
opinion that the statute and the 
order (of the SACB) are valid as 
matters of law.”

Look at Problems 


Farm income in the seven Southeast- 
ern states of Alabama, Florida, Georgia. 
Mississippi, Tennessee and the Carolinas 
declined 9.5 per cent in 1954 compared 
with the similar period in 1953, the U-S. 
Department of Commerce reports. Re- 
turns from marketings for the area to- 
taled $2.926.928,000 compared to $3,232,- 
612,000 the year before. 

The drop can be attributed partially to 
the severe drought that hit the 
Another factor was the cutback in cotton 
acreage and the consequent decline in 
production. In addition the continued de- 
cline in farm price levels is reflected in 
the 1954 figures. 

Georgia fared a little better than the 
region as a whole. Receipts in the state 
from January through October were 6.4 
per cent below the previous year, declin- 
ing from $532,749,000 to $498,481,000. 

In fact, only six states in the nation 
could show in farm earnings ir 
the 10-month period. 

The Southeast, still the 
greatest number of ly-sized farms, 
stands to lose most from the flexible price 
support policy of the Eisenhower adm: 
istration. The Southeast, too, is still the 
area with the greatest percentage of its 
population living on farms—approxi- 
mately 25 per cent as compared to about 
15 per cent for the rest of the nation.

Georgia's congressional delegation is 
justly concerned with the immediate fu- 
ture of the South’s agriculture. Over a 
longer period, the problem of the family- 
size, stnall farm will follow the national! 
trend—a trend that has been apparent in 
the South, too, for more than a quarter 
century. 

Except in isolated instances, th 
farmer cannot compete with 
mechanized operations that can produce 
more efficiently and on a smaller margin 
of profit. The only way he can keep his 
head above water is through subsidies 
and guarantees of various types—includ- 
ing a more or less rigid system of price 
supports.

America Must Step Up 
Training of Scientists 


Increased research for military pur- 
poses is a little-known evolutionary 
product of World War II. Today all 
branches of the military and defense es- 
tablishments are involved in research to 
maintain weapon superiority so vital in 
event of war. 

Prior to World War II most research 
time and money was spent converting in- 
ventions of private concerns and indi- 
viduals to some military use. During the 
war it became apparent that use of the 
nation’s scientists and laboratories would 
mean the difference between defeat and 
victory. 

This knowledge produced the Office 
of Scientific Research and Development— 
responsible for many achievements that 
helped win the war. Radar, the atom 
bomb, proximity fuses, and carrier-based 
night fighters are only a few of its con- 
tributions. 

Activities of these scientists since the 
war in the field of nuclear fission, not- 
ably the hydrogen bomb, probably have 
prevented a third world war. 

During the current fiscal year, As- 
sistant Secretary of Defense Donald A. 
Quarles will spend over $30,000,000 in the 
research and development division. He 
will have final say, too, on re- 
search budgets of the armed forces and 
other allied fields totaling about $4,500,- 
000,000. 

That’s a lot of money. The investment 
is not only a guarantee of our security, 
but the research projects are adding im- 
measurably to the American standard of 
living as the discoveries are adapted to 
civilian uses. 

A shortage of technicians, engineers 
and scientists is becoming a major prob- 
lem, however, in new developments. The 
Soviet Union and China currently are 
outstripping us in training scientists. The 
number of graduates of our technical 
schools is declining, while Communist 
countries continue to climb. In 1954, for 
example, Russia graduated 54,000 scien- 
tists compared to 20,000 for the United 
States—a ratio of 24-1. 

One answer suggested is to allocate 
part of the Defense Department's re- 
search and development budget to 
grants-in-aid for other forms of finan- 
Cial assistance to technical schools and 
colleges to stimulate training in this 
field. Certainly the need is becoming 
critical enough. that some positive steps 
must be taken.

Ike to Press Hard 
For a Freer Trade 


WASHINGTON—The White House is 


confi- 


dent that most of Randall commission proposals 
on trade and tariffs, including a three-year ex- 
tension of the Reciprocal Trade Act, will be approved by the new 


Congress. 


The increased Democratic strength in both the House and the 
Senate will help the administration put over its freer trade program. 
This means early in the next session of Congress: 


That the Eisenhower adminis- 


tration will win an important pol- 


icy victory, and that the Ejisen- 
hower administration will experi- 
ence an important political defeat. 

Why a defeat in victory? It will 


be a political defeat because the 
enactment of what Mr. Eisenhow- 


er puts to the very forefront of 


his objectives will be made possi- 


ble only by Democratic votes, and 


with his own party in substantial 


opposition. 

One reason why Mr. Ejisenhow- 
er is so intent upon opening the 
channels of trade is illustrated by 
facts which William S. Paley just 
put to the National Planning Assn. 
here in Washington. Mr. Paley, 
head of the Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System, was chairman of the 
government's materials policy 
commission in 1951-52, At that 
time he estimated that the total 
output of our economy would grow 
to 366 billion dollars by 1975. He 
now says that he underestimated 
our probable growth by 134 bil- 
lion dollars, that by every sign 
America will be producing a total 
annual output of 700 billion dollars 
by 20 years from now. 

What does this mean trade-wise? 
It means, for one thing, in the 
view of the Paley and the Ran-

dall commissions — both headed 
by alert businessmen — that 
America is in process of becom- 
ing a “have-not’’ nation in terms 
of raw materials because we are 
using them up so rapidly. 

“We must depend increasingly 
upon imports,”” Mr. Paley points 
out. “It is important for us to 
realize that even now we are @ 
raw materials deficit nation — 
however much it may pain some 
members of Congress to face this 
historical fact. We now consume 
10 per cent more raw materials 
than we produce whereas in 1900 
we produced 15 per cent more 
than we consumed. 

Mr. Paley declares that failure 
on our part to help clear the chan- 
nels of free-world trade would be 
“economic folly” and would 
‘strangle’ an expanding America. 
It isn’t so much that our tariffs 
are keeping out raw materials 
as that they are hampering the 
economic development of countries 
whose expanding raw material out- 
put we will urgently need. 

No wonder the President is in- 
tent upon beginning to bring 
American trade policy more near- 
ly in line with the intelligent self- 
interest of the nation. It is just 
too bad that his own party isn't 
going to help him more.

could try later to evade the Supreme Court's momentous May 17

Hardly a formidable ‘‘Con- 
federacy”’ this time, however. Two 
states, South Carolina and Geor- 
gia, in the eastern end of the 
old Confederacy—which embraced 
11 states—and two in the Southern 
tier, Louisiana and Mississippi. 
The other seven states of the 1861- 
65 confederacy are holding plans 
in abeyance awaiting hearings be- 
fore the Supreme Court for which 
no date has been set since recent 
postponement from the Dec. 6 
date. . 

Also the four states which 
adopted “loophole” constitutional 
amendments are withholding legis- 
lation to implement them for the 
present. 

We could look at these four 
states and the headlines about 
them, and listen to some of the 
hot and intemperate language also 
dramatized in the headlines and 
get a very discouraging picture 
of what is going on down South, 
But we can, on the other side, 
add it all up in another way and 
come out with a very encouraging 
commentary on our democracy in 
what, against the background of 
history, was, and is nothing less 
than a major crisis for us.

~ High Factory Pay 


Booms Yule Trade

No wonder retailers have been reporting that more folks are 
shopping and spending more money than in any previous Christ- 


mas season. 


The average pay of Georgia factory workers is up con- 
siderably over the peak 1953 level. 


Here are the record highs rea 


ched in November: 


1. Some 276,700 Georgia production workers earned an aver- 
age of $52.65 a week during the month, an increase of $3.01 
a week over a year ago and $1.72 over October. 

2. The 64,350 Atlanta area production workers received aver- 
age pay of $65.37 a week in November, up $3.21 over the same 
month last year and $2.33 over October. 

A number of economists here feel that these gains have ac- 
counted for this year’s record high volume of retail sales by 
more than offsetting the state’s 6.4 per cent loss in cash farm 
income through the first 10 months of 1954. 

Georgia Labor Commissioner Ben T. Huiet also reported 
Thursday that in November, for the first time this year, nonfarm 
employment in the state exceeded that of the corresponding 1953 


month.

He skillfully 
pancaked the ship in the river but 
drowned trying to get to shore. 
The nine others who died were GIs 
hopeful .of spending the holiday 
with their families before being 
discharged from the Army after a 
tour of duty in Europe.
